BLUFFTON, Ind., June 4.-—Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday evening, at 
the First Presbytirian church of this 
city, was held the fourth annual com- 
mencement exercises of the Bluffton 
hi^h school. 
Long before the time of 
opening there was acrowdfor admittance, 
and each evening the church was filled 
to its utmost seating capacity.

DC A STATE OF SIBOS.

"The cottage up in the grove, back of 
the hotel, in which the president and his 
bride are spending their honeymoon, is 
in a state of sic^e. 


An army of newspaper men are en- 
trenched in the Baltimore and Ohio de- 
pot, two hundred yards from the cottage 
and in full view of it. An army of Balti- 
more and Ohio detectives are seated on 
benches and tree stumps within one 
hundred yards of the cottage and thus 
far only one person has succeeded in 
getting to the cottage, that being Ex- 
Senator Henry Q. Davis. 


Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland remained in 
the cottage in obscurity most of the 
morning. 
Mrs. Cleveland, dressed in a 
pretty wrapper, appeared on the porch 
about 10 o'clock and sat there reading 
the papers, the mail having been taken 
from the postoffice for the first time this 
morning by the president. 


Mrs. Cleveland seemed amused and 
interested at the cordon of news gather- 
ers and detectives around her, and once 
or twice she laughed without having an 
apparent cause for mirth. 
The presi- 
dent came out for a few minutes after 
his bride retired and did not appear to 
notice what was going on about him. 


At one o'clock Mr. and Mrs. Cleve- 
land walked over t3 Senator Davis' cot- 
tsge for lunch. 
About 2 o'clock the 
senator's double s?ated drag conveyed 
the party to Oakland and back. A hand- 
some basket of fruit was sent to the 
president by Dr. McComas, of Oakland.

The senate has passed uud 
sent to the house 480 bills, of which the 
honse has passed thirty-six public aad 
eighty-seven private bills. 


Senator Harris, by request, introduced 
into the senate a bill to amend bection 
5,288 of the revised statutes, so as to 
make it a criminal offense, punishable by 
fine or imprisonment, to impede or ob- 
struct, except by legal process, auy rail- 
road company in the conveyance of pas- 
sengers, freight or mails. 


The United iStates house of r. presen- 
tatives yesterday passed the oleomargar- 
bill, the only amendment made 
being on the rate of tax, which is fixed 
at five cents per pound.

MILWAUKEE, June L—It Is said that one 
cannot fire a gun in the state (tf Wisconsin 
without hitting a poet; that women take 
their hands from the dough to write sonnets 
of true classic form and spirit; that they 
compose epics while doing the family darn- 
ing; that men turn from the duties of office, 
from the perils and pleasures of travel by 
land and sea, from the dull writing of briefs 
and the duller writing of sermons to con- 
struct the stately chant royal or the dainty 
ballade or rondeaa 


One unappreciative mortal, hearing the 
first statement, declared that he wished it 
were true—there would be more cases of 
"diilnt know it was loaded." 


It is further said that these same writers 
have formed themselves into a mutual ad- 
miration society, and spend the time not 
given to rhym" making in plaiting wreaths 
of laurel for each other's brows, so to speak. 
Neither 
of 
the^ statements is 
strictly 
correct 
True it is that the glorious north- 
west has poets galore, but they do not go 
about the streets in droves, with eyes in fine 
frenzy rolling, manuscripts in hand; and, 
though they love each other 
dearly as 
brothers and sisters should, they have been 
known to write each fther down as well as 
up. 
Neither one nor the other makes much 
difference with the publia 
It makes up its 
own mind. 
It likes or dislikes or is indiflFer- 
ent without much regard to the opinion <rf 
any one individual. 


But the public likes personalities. 
It likes 
to know how po^ts, romancers and the like 
look, act, talk, what their tastes and habits 
are, where they live and how, and if they 
do not care for an opinion upon the merits 
of their work they like to know of its 
methods. 
Some of these I am going to telL 
At the mention of Mr. Eben Rexford's 
name one-half of those who read it will 
probably 
bfgin to hum "Silver Threads 
Among the Gold," while the other half will 
assort that its "Only a Pansy Blossom." Mr. 
Rexford wrote the words of these two very 
popular sono:s, thereby securing a through 
ticket to immortalitv, via the hearts of ^ e 
peonle. He lives in Shioctin. Wis. 


Hore he wri es verses, cultivates flowers, 
writes articles upon their culture for half a 
doz^m niafrazines, weaves romances and per- 
forms the duties of postmaster. 
By appoint- 
inp; him to that oflRce the government shows 
that it bears no ill-will to poets. 
He is 
a bachelor and, what is most unreascmable 
and aggravating, a contented, happy one. 
Th > world which "love-s a lover" has had 
him the victim of a hopeless attachment., or 
true to a "memory,' many time», but there 
seems to be notbinif in facts to bear out the 
suspicion. He ssems unromantically content 
with his single estate. 
He has no taste for 
general society. 
While he enjoys a good 
play, lecture, concert, he is not tempted by 
the glittering fascinations of the church 
social. 
A Whittier-lik« shyness has been at- 
tributed to him. 
It has been said that he 
ran away from an editorial party last sum- 
mer. 
He disclaims the shyness and scoiTs at 
the idea of being afraid of any editorial 
gang; says he has seen too many literary 
folk to stand in any awe of them. 
Which 
shows what a disencbanter nearness is, or 
else what reckless bravery is his I Mr. Rex- 
ford openly and unhesitatingly declares that 
he is not a genius. 
If he has not indeed the 
divine madness, he has the poetic gifts and the 
excellent characteristics of modesty and good 
sense. 
His admirers, however, are many and 
grant him far more than he claims, which is 
a happier fate than falls to every poet 
His 
writings are in good demand. He makes such 
an income from his literary labors as enables 
him to gratify his tastes, some of which he 
admits are expensive, and to lay aside some- 
thing each year for the proverbia' rainy day. 
It should be added that Mr. Rexford is a very 
good looking man. 
And who needs the ad- 
vantage of good looks more t.;an a poet?

MEMiyiSCENCt 
S OF .t ^tTBLlO

The death of Gen. ThomEs Francis 
Meagher, who was accidentalh' drowned 
at Fort Benton on the Ist of July, 1867, 
cast a gloom over his many personal 
¿•lends at Washington. During the wai 
Gen. Meagher oommanded the famoTj6 
Irish Brigade, recruited mt New York, 
and at Gaines' Mills, Antietam, and, in 
fact, throughout the câmpaigns of tht. 
Army of the Potomac, he won a h.gl 
reputation for gallantry. 
He first be 
came known to the world through hii 
connection with the ill-fated attempt ai 
revolution in Ireland in 1848, in cont «î 
quence of which he Avas condemned tc 
% long term of penal servitude. 
He 
made his escape after a sh'.)rt time, 
however, and taking up hi^ residence ir 
this country, married the daughter of £ 
wealthy patent-medicine manufacturer 
Soon after the commencement of tht 
Kebellion he obtained • commission ai 
brigadier general, and 
serving 
witl 
distinction to the end, 
was appointed 
Secretary of Montana. 
ie became act 
ing Governor of that Territory, and 
was actively engaged in organizing vol- 
unteers for service against tbe Indians. 
He was at Fort Benton on official busi- 
ness, when he, through some »ccident, 
fell from the deck of a steamer in th« 
evening and was drowned. 


When, in 1861, Thad. Stevens saA» 
President Lincoln's proclamation de 
daring a blockade of all the rebel ports, 
he went to Washington and told hiil 
that the blockade was a stultification oi 
the former position of the Government 
in relation to the rebel States; that the 
ports, 
instead of being blockaded, 
should have been closed, and a suffi- 
cient number of armed revenue vessels 
sent out on the seas to prevent smug 
gling. 
He pointed out to him the fact 
that by the act of the blockade we rec- 
ognized the rebel States as an inde 
pendent belligerent, and should thence 
forth be compelled to conduct the war, 
not as if we were suppressing a revolt 
in our own States, but in accordance 
with the law of nations. 


"Well," said Mr. Lincoln, when he 
had heard his remarks, "that is a fact. I 
see the point now, but I don't know any- 
thing about the law of nations, and 1 
thought it was all right. " 


".As a lawyer, Mr. Lincoln," 
Stev- 
ens remarked, "I should have supi)08ed 
you would have seen the difficulty at 
once. " 


"Oh, well," replied Mr. Lincoln. "I m 
a good enough lawyer in a Western 
law court, I suppose, but we don't prac- 
tice the law of nations up there, and I 
Kupi)osed Seward knew all about it, and 
I left it to him. 
But it's done now, and 
can't be helped, so we must get along 
as well as we can. " 


In this Mr. Lincoln wat right. 
The 
blunder had been com »itted and the 
rebel States were thenceforth an inde- 
pendent belligerent. 
Not an independ- 
ent nation, of course, but an independ- 
ent belligerent, to be dealt with in ac- 
cordance with the law of nations. 


Andrew Johnson's daily life as Presi- 
dent was a very simple one. 
He arose 
promptly at 6 o'clock in the 
oorning, 
read the newspapers, and b z&kfasted 
with his family at 8. 
Going into the 
executive office at 9, he remained there 
until 4 in the afternoon, devoting him- 
self to conferences T^dth Cabinet officers, 
his official correspondence, and the re- 
ception of visitors when he had leisure. 
At 4 -^'clock he went into his family 
8ittin,:,'-room, dined at 5, and after din- 
ner took a walk or a carriage (T'-ive. 
From 9 until 11 he received viaj.iors, 
and then retired for the night. 
H«. liad 
a few favorites who went into his »oom 
witliout being announced. 


Prominent among them was Mr. S. 
P. Hanscomb, of Massachusetts, who 
had been in early life a prominent abo- 
litionist and temperance lecturer. 
On 
one occasion, when it had been rumored 
that a revenue cutter had been ordered 
to New Bedford to carry awa/ a fugi- 
tive slave resident there, he tad driven 
from lioston in a chaise at night, and on 
his arrival very early in the morning 
had the church bells rung to alarm the 
citizens, but the revenue cutter did not 
make its appearuice. 
At one time, 
when lecturing on temper&nce, he had 
a large pine log brought on the stage. 
When he had persuaded anyone to 
take the pledge, he had them come up 
on the stage, drive a three-inch spike 
into the log and pledge •¡hemselves that 
they would not drink ftny intoxicating 
beverage untiÂ îhey had pulled out that 
spike with t' ' ' teeth. 
This gave him 
the sobrifïp 
"Spike Hanscomb." 


Durinj"'^ 
ohnson administration 
Mr. Hanscomo edited the Washington 
Republican, 
and o{;tained office for a 
pecuniary consideration. 
Wlien Mr. 
Buffington refused to pay the stipulated 
fee for his appointm«int, Mr. Hanscomb 
published a han^bili, in which he un- 
blushingly relatad the circumstances 
and denounced tbe ex-Congressman for 
breach of faith. Mr. iSansoomb spent 
the large income which he received for 
office brokerage very freely. 
He was 
kind to the poor and a generous friend, 
but he died A few vears afterwards m 
reduced circumstances.
